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Rochester Boat Race 77 Years Strong

The Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race is a 
quintessential town event that has deep roots in the 
community. 

The event, which began in 1934 with 14 teams, 
has morphed into a much-anticipated annual race where 
about 90 teams jockey to paddle down 12 miles of the 
Mattapoisett River with the fastest speed. With Memorial 
Day weekend around the corner. Boat Race Chairman 
Arthur Benner delighted members of the Rochester 
Historical Society with a special talk on May 18 that 
focused on the history of the event that is a dear tradition 
to many in Rochester and beyond. 

The race originally was organized and founded 
by Jim Hartley as the result of a 4H project. At that 
time, about 14 canoes were put together by pine boards, 
adhering to the rule that still holds true today: all boats 
must be homemade. The course from Grandma Hartley's 
Reservoir on Snipatuit Road in Rochester to the Herring 
Weir at River Road and Route 6 in Mattapoisett remains 
the same today - although one year in the early 1950s the 
course was changed to begin at the Neck Road causeway 
over Snipatuit Pond, Mr. Benner said. 

Aside from a brief hiatus during World War II, the 
race has gone on as scheduled and may even persevere 
until its 100th birthday, Mr. Benner said. Throughout its 
history, the race has been sponsored by various groups, 
including the Rochester Congregational Church and the 
Rochester Men's Athletic Club - but now the Rochester 
Fire Department is the sponsor of the event. 

The race attracts mostly residents from 
Mattapoisett and Rochester, although Mr. Benner said 
that "a number of people from different places and 
a number of different body types'' participate. One 
year, a participant all the way from Ecuador took the 
Mattapoisett River challenge, as well as a Russian student. 
The contestants range in ages from 79 at the oldest, and 
this year the race will see its youngest contestant, a three- 
year old who plans to ride inside the boat as his father 
paddles. 

The longevity of the race notwithstanding, it has 
evolved over the years to include some pretty significant 
rule changes. Most particularly, the race committee 
stipulated that only two contestants were allowed per 
boat in 1961. Fewer than ten years later, the rules changed 
to include the requirement that all boats remain on the 
water throughout the course. 

"Our shoulders used to get calluses," remarked

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Mr. Benner of the days he and his teammate would 
carry the boat through fields to shorten their times. The 
allowance of shortcuts is one reason the fastest time on 
record took place in the 1960s at 1 hr 39 min 05 sec, he 
said. The fastest recorded time since took place in 2005 
at 1 hr 47 min 06 sec. The longest race time is somewhere 
between six and seven hours, he added. 

With the rules changes, "that got it down to the 
best boat and the best contestants," he said. 

Conditions of the water, though, prove to be an 
important factor in race time, Mr. Benner said, noting 
that low water levels slow things down considerably. He 
remarked that 2010 was a particularly bad year due to 
low water levels, and that even the best teams were 20 
minutes slower than usual. 

Boat design has come a long way, too - as the old 
12 to 13 foot plywood boats are being replaced with 20- 
foot lightweight foam boats put together with fiberglass. 

Some challenges of managing the race 
include behavioral issues. "It's tough to enforce 

sportsmanship when [a boater] wants to pass someone... 
They duke it out, battle for a long time," he said. Race 
organizers are encouraging boaters who want to pass 
another to gently tap the boat in front of them with a 
paddle.

Satellite Osprey Tracking with MLT

The Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) held its 
annual meeting this past Saturday, and Becky Gushing, a 
MassAudubon Osprey monitor and volunteer coordinator 
presented a slideshow presentation, entitled: "Following 
the Osprey: 50 years of Monitoring in Westport River and 
Aliens Pond''. Ms. Gushing is the head of the 2009 satellite 
tracking project of eight specific osprey occupying eight of 
ten platforms in the Westport River and Aliens Pond area. 

"There are 90 platforms on the Westport River, 
of which 60 to 70 are active," said Ms. Gushing. "Back in 
the 1960's, Gil and Jo Fernandez, of Dartmouth, started 
keeping track of osprey, as a personal interest and the 
information they gathered is the basis of the osprey 
tracking that is ongoing today," said Ms. Gushing. 

It was people like the Fernandez' who found 
that the chemical DDT was responsible for cracking and 
breaking of fertile eggs in bald eagles and osprey which 
resulted in loss of chicks and a resulting dramatic decline

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in population. Their work and that of others resulted in 
the banning of DDT use in the United States, according to 
Ms. Gushing. 

Thirteen years ago, banding of young juvenile 
osprey by the Massachusetts Fish and Wildlife helped in 
the effort to learn more about the osprey. 

Ms. Gushing had numerous tales to tell about 
climbing and encountering hostile females protective of 
their nests and hours of watching males searching for fish 
to feed the family. 

"When I approach a nest with young chicks, the 
mother gives a call to 'duck heads' whereupon the chicks 
heads sloop to one side and pretend to be sick or dead 
to avoid overhead predators," said Ms. Gushing. Ms.

Gushing said she now uses a large mirror on a stick to see 
into the nest without getting too close. 

Ms. Gushing said that starting in 2009, eight 
male osprey in Westport were approached and caught, 
attached with feather light satellite transmitters, and 
released to help study the birds. When asked about the 
weight of the transmitter, Ms. Gushing showed three 
business cards and said that the weight was minimal 
to us, but, birdwise, might be like a few more feathers. 
''Again, that's why we only put the transmitter on one 
bird per season and then remove it," said Ms. Gushing. 

Although the transmitter is light, the decision 
was made that each bird would only have it for only one 
year, to eliminate the unknown factor of excess weight 
while migrating, fishing and mating. The unit is sewn on 
the back of the bird, like a small backpack, and are solar 
powered. Every three days, the location of the bird is sent 
to the computer at MassAudubon from the satellite. 

Osprey are 'site specific', said Ms. Gushing, 
which means the birds return to the same nesting site 
year after year, after winter migration. Tracking the 
osprey proved to be extremely informative, as each of the 
eight birds had a distinctive way of traveling south for 
the winter and for local fishing. 

Ms. Gushing had Google maps showing where 
each of the birds sought fish and traveled. Of the eight 
birds, one traveled north to Maine, close to the Canadian 
border, prior to going south, while the other seven flew 
directly south, landing in Guba, Venezuela, and other 
parts of South America. One bird, named Sandford, 
landed in Venezuela, then made a U-turn and flew north 
and settled in the Bahamas. 

While showing the satellite bird tracking map, 
one osprey was blown off course, over upper Florida, 
by a big storm, and then flew back over land for his

remaining trip back to Westport. 

"We were tracking a large storm coming through 
Georgia and knew he was in that area. When we saw him 
fly off course, over water, we were worried that we might 
lose him,'' said Ms. Gushing. The bird flew back on course 
and flew the remaining miles back to the exact same man- 
made platform in Dartmouth that he roosted in the year 
before. 

Ms. Gushing said that the birds can fly 30 to 35 
miles per hour, possibly faster and fly non-stop through 
the night prior to reaching their destination. One flew 
directly over Boston around 6 pm one evening last fall. 

Of the eight, two died in various mishaps, one 
being killed by a great horned owl. The other found a fish 
farm operation in Guba and settled there, only to be killed 
because of his recurring raids on the farm. ''After that, 
whenever one of our osprey headed towards Guba, we 
hoped it wasn't to the fish farm," said Ms. Gushing. 

Ms. Gushing said that the osprey program 
recently announced an "adopt a platform" program, at 
$100 per platform. "This makes a meaningful gift for 
someone special... great for a birthday or anniversary," 
said Ms. Gushing. 

At the conclusion of the talk, MLT president, 
Gary Johnson, presented Ms. Gushing with an MLT 
osprey platform donation of $150 for "a platform and a 
half."

warrant articles. 

Article S-1 asked the town to vote to transfer from 
available funds a sum of money to pay for prior years' 
bills. The motion passed unanimously. 

Article S-2 asked the town to allow the transfer of 
available funds increases to the line items voted on at the 
May 17, 2010 Annual Town Meeting. The article passed 
unanimously. 

The town then voted to close the Special Town 
Meeting, and at 7:00 pm residents voted to open the floor 
for the Annual Town Meeting. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera began 
the meeting with a talk on the budgetary challenges 
Rochester is facing due to minimal state aid and a weak 
economy. He said the fiscal year 2012 budget represents 
only minimal increases, as it maintains existing staff with 
no personnel additions and sets a two-percent limit on 
cost of living increases. 

''We've demonstrated prudence and restraint... 
We are submitting a balanced budget with current 
revenue projections without a need for an override," 
Mr. LaCamera said, adding that with a $1.3 million 
stabilization fund in the town coffers, the town is 
"financially sound and stable." 

The town does face many challenges, he said, 
reflective of the fact that state aid dropped by 37 percent 
during the past four years with the evaporation of federal 
stimulus dollars. Likewise, health insurance costs have

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increased by $38,937, or 5.39 percent, during the past year. 
However, he said, work with unions and employees to 
increase co-pays allowed the town to reduce the overall 
insurance cost by 8 percent. 

Looking at the town budget, Mr. LaCamera noted 
a 12 percent increase in waste collection costs, significant 
increases for Old Colony ($23,777) and Rochester 
Memorial School ($173,780) due to student population 
growth. Overall, he said the fiscal year 2012 budget on the 
floor represents a $519,793, or 3 percent, increase. 

Kristian Stoltenberg of the Finance Committee 
thanked Mr. LaCamera for his efforts. 'The town 
administrator was incredibly helpful to us ... When 
we don't have the revenue to meet the demands of the

budget, it isn't easy with 90 departments asking for 
money... Fd like to extend thanks to [Mr. LaCamera]/' he 
said. 

With that said, residents began their review of the 
warrant articles. 

Article 1, which asked the town if it would accept 
the annual report of all town officers and committees, 
passed unanimously. 

Article 2, which asked the town to vote to fix the 
salaries of the elected officials of the town for the fiscal 
year 2012, passed unanimously. 

Article 3, which requested that town residents 
allow a personnel by-law amendment for a classification 
and compensation plan for nonunionized municipal 
employees effective July 1, 2011, passed unanimously. 

Article 4 asked the town to vote to raise and 
appropriate and / or transfer from available funds a sum 
of money to defray town charges and expenses for the 
Fiscal Year ending June 30, 2012. 

The town moderator went through each budget 
line item for the total proposed FY 2012 budget of 
$17,532,022 Education (RMS, Old Rochester Regional 
Assessment and Old Colony) represented $10,826,705 of 
that amount.

Article 7 asked town residents to appropriate the 
sum of $308,799 for the purposes of repair, construction, 
maintenance and preservation of town roads and bridges. 
Mr. LaCamera said that this amount is $12,000 more than 
last year. The article passed unanimously. 

Article 8 asked the town to raise and appropriate 
by taxation or transfer of available funds the sum of 
$225,000 more or less to purchase and equip a new 
ambulance. The new vehicle would replace an 18-year old 
backup ambulance. It passed unanimously. 

Article 9 asked the town to vote that the Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School 
District, through assessment of its members in Acushnet, 
Carver, Lakeville, Mattapoisett and Rochester, appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $2,500,000 to replace the current roof 
and renovate the existing science laboratory. 

Mr. LaCamera explained that Rochester would be 
responsible for 13 percent of this amount, which would be 
paid out $11,000 per year for over 20 years and not require 
an override. Old Colony Business Manager Bruce Kaiser 
said that the membrane roof comes with a 20 to 25 year 
warranty. The article passed unanimously. 

Article 10 asked the town to increase the fee to be 
charged by the collector for municipal lien certifications 
from $25 to $50. The article passed unanimously. 

Article 11 asked Rochester residents to amend 
Section XVI. 1 of the zoning bylaws to permit the Planning 
Board to extend by one year the ability to act on approved 
applications. Currently, applicants have two years to 
commence construction on an approved project, and this 
would allow them additional time at the discretion of the 
Planning Board. The article passed unanimously. 

Article 12 asked town residents to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen with the Board of Water 
Commissioners to petition the state legislature for a

Special Act, entitled, "An Act Further Compensating 
the Town of Rochester for Water Facilities/' This would 
require New Bedford to remit payment to Rochester in 
the amount of 10 cents per 1,000 gallons of water it sells to 
surrounding communities. 

Selectman Richard Nunes explained that New 
Bedford's waterworks is in Rochester - which has a tax 
exempt status - draws down 18 million gallons per day 
of water, which it sells to surrounding communities. 
"New Bedford is in the business of selling water to other 
communities for profit," he said. Town resident Fred 
Underhill added that in 2009, the city sold two to three 
million gallons per days to four abutting communities. 
The article passed unanimously.

Article 13 asked Rochester residents to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen and Board of Water 
Commissioners to petition the legislature for a Special 
Act, entitled, ''An Art to Preserve Public Water Supply on 
Assawompset Ponds Complex Communities/' 

Selectman Nunes explained that the state grants 
a safe water yield for the pond system, and that the cities 
of New Bedford and Taunton receive all of this water. 
The act would preserve Rochester's rights to a future 
water supply, even though it currently does not have a 
municipal water system. "We have no rights to the water 
in the complex system," said Town Counsel Blair Bailey. 
The article passed unanimously. 

Article 14 asked the town to vote to appropriate 
$45,000, to be reimbursed, for the purpose of purchasing 
for conservation and passive recreation purposes a 29-acre 
property off Marion Road. Conservation Agent Laurel 
Farinon said that the purchase would be reimbursed by a 
grant that the town already has received. 

Ms. Farinon said that land is connected to two 
other pieces of permanently protected land, and has 450 
linear feet of frontage on a brook, has a vernal pool, and 
is home to the Eastern Box Turtle. The article approved 
unanimously. 

Article 15 asked town residents to appropriate the 
sum of $20,506, to be reimbursed by an awarded Buzzards 
Bay National Estuary Program grant, a 10.7-acre parcel on 
Wolf Island Road. This land includes 600 feet of frontage

Rochester didn't purchase the land, another conversation 
organization would step up to buy it and Rochester 
would not receive taxes on it. 

"The Mattapoisett River is an incredible gem... 
This land is well worth protecting. Fve heard concerns, 
but no evidence. I think protection is good for Rochester," 
said town resident Bendrix Bailey. The article passed 45-3. 

Article 16, the final article, asked the town to 
abolish the Rochester Historic District Commission, which 
was established by the town on June 7, 1999. 

Petitioner Tom Skrutski said that his experience 
buying and renovating a home - the George Bonney 
House - in the district was "right from the start, nothing 
but trouble" because of the Historic District Commission's 
rules pertaining to construction. 

"How would you like a group of people to tell 
you what you can and can't do with your money," he 
said. "That's not even America. Consider us the victims 
of the historic district." Mr. Skrutski added that he feels 
it is disingenuous to require such rules for homes built in 
the 1950s. 

Debi Ladd, Chairperson of Historic District 
Commission, pointed out that "never in the history of the 
Commonwealth has a town eliminated a historic district." 
She said it "promotes the desirability of town and 
protects and enhances the value of district" and added, 
"some towns let part of their histories go, but we have a 
responsibility to protect the district."

drafted to minimize impact on ''high speed sports'' and 
other recreational activities, he said, and would reduce the 
number of people on the mooring waiting list from 100 to 
50. Moreover, said Mr. Mach, the added moorings would 
result in an "increased revenue stream" of about $125 to 
$225 per boat. 

The Board voted to support the "re-gridding" of 
the harbor for increased mooring, contingent upon a plan 
to make sure that recreational activities were minimally 
impacted. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Gagne 
informed the Board that a local solar energy company 
had informally reviewed the town's landfill area for the 
possibility of "photovoltaic array" installments. 

Mr. Gagne said that the town's 25-year solid 
waste disposal contract with SEMASS would expire in 
2015, and when it came time to renegotiate a solid waste 
contract, the town's annual waste disposal cost could 
jump from $20,000 annually to as much as $250,000 
annually. 

"This is going to be a significant hit to the 
budget," said Mr. Gagne, who said that solar energy 
could offset the increased waste costs by providing energy 
to municipal buildings, and possibly allow the town to 
exchange surplus energy with other municipalities for 
additional savings. Selectman Macallister, an alternative 
energy specialist by trade, consulted with Mr. Gagne 
on the topic and referred to solar energy as a potential

landscaping in the plans. They agreed with the board 
that they would ask the state to remove the curbing and 
maintain the sidewalk themselves to improve safety 
The board this time was more receptive to the idea of 
including the two parking spaces in the plan, contingent 
upon communication from the state that the curbing 
would be removed, and that adequate lighting would 
be provided for the parking spaces.

disappointment that of the 157 people who voted against 
the NOD, ''only 5 actually came to the meetings''. 

"We heard the town speak loudly and clearly," 
Chairman Ryder said in response to the statement. 
"Before we ever bring [a revised NOD] to a town 
meeting... we need to work, we need to compromise, and 
we need to know ahead of time what the vote is going to 
be. . . or we haven't done our job." 

The board acknowledged a major concern on 
town meeting floor: the issue of supporting existing 
commercial ventures in the village, and the impact of an 
NOD on village businesses. They agreed that they would 
brainstorm and address the topic of village business 
planning, which Mr. Magauran called a "legitimate issue". 
"I think we failed to make our case," he added. 

"The village is dying on its own without doing 
anything," said member John Sweeney, who reflected 
the board belief that the NOD would strengthen all town 
businesses if done correctly. "Without doing anything, 
we're going to have to bury [the village]." 

Rochester Asphalt Plant Approved 

Rochester Planning Board

After months of hearings, the Planning Board 
formally put its stamp of approval on a site plan review 
for a new bituminous concrete plant off King's Highway. 
The proposed plant - which would process about 2,200 
tons of asphalt per day - was controversial due to its 
close proximity to two abutting residences, although the 
proposed five-acre site is zoned industrial. Commercial 
and residential abutters, led by legal representative 
Benjamin Tyman of Mintz Levin, have brought in 
numerous experts on the lighting, sound, and traffic 
impacts in an effort to thwart the proposal.

Prior to the vote. Town Planner John 
Charbonneau remarked on the hard work undertaken by 
the board to render a decision. 

''No matter what members of audience think of 
the outcome, Fve never seen a planning board go to these 
lengths to accommodate people," he said. "Not one of 
these people was in the tank from day one. Their opinions 
have gone back and forth consistent with the information 
provided." 

In hearing the final verdict, abutter Mike D' Acci 
commented, "They could have gotten that same vote in 
January. They had their minds made up a long time ago. . . 
We're going to have noise, smell, and more trucks." Mr. 
D'Acci noted that he purchased his home in 1968, before 
the area was zoned industrial. 

Mr. Tymann, who led the effort to oppose the 
plant, said he was "disappointed but not surprised" by 
the outcome. "The board has dismissed abutter concerns 
since the beginning," he said. He indicated his next step 
to file an appeal, saying, "We're confident that the courts 
will enforce the law and the plant will not get built."

Conditions hammered out during the final 
meeting included that the plant would operate from 
April to November with business hours of 6:00 am to 4:00 
pm Monday through Friday and 7:00 am to 1:00 pm on 
Saturday. In response to a suggestion from Town Counsel 
Blair Bailey, the board decided to limit night paving to 50 
nights per season, and this work could not take place on 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday nights. Signage notifying 
abutters would be required to alert them of these late 
shifts. 

Also during the meeting, the board conditioned 
approval on use of LED full cut-off lighting. Board 
member Peter Geldmacher specifically recommended

reaches the sky. Also, the board stipulated that it would 
retain a noise-monitoring consultant to ensure compliance 
with DEP standards. This expert will submit reports 
three times per year, on May 1, August 1, and September 
1 specifically, to ensure that the plant meets sound 
regulations. 

Chairman Arnie Johnson noted that through 
conversations with Jeffrey Eldridge of the Highway 
Department, the Planning Board does not have the 
authority to require signs. However, the project approval 
was conditioned on the prohibition of trucks on Kings 
Highway. 

These conditions were in addition to others 
delineated during a special meeting one week earlier, 
which included sound mitigation via a sound barrier wall, 
a stormwater drainage system that complies with DEP 
regulations, and an air permit. 

The board approved the plant with the 
understanding that the town planner would modify the 
conditions at a later time in a final document.

was also slightly different from its past versions, in that 
its deadline had to be extended. This was mainly because 
word had not spread in the school about it and students 
had not initially submitted many poems to their English 
teachers.

just "how we roll around here." A town character that 
embraces band concerts, the town beach. Fourth of July 
parades, the beautiful walks in the village, little league 
and the Christmas stroll. We take pride in our world- 
class voluntarism, not only in our own town, but also 
putting our skills and resources to work in neighboring 
communities and among individuals less fortunate. 
Amen. 

Where I think I am jumping off the "status 
quo" train is that true status quo is just an illusion. It 
only seems real because change is often stealthy and 
sometimes happens slowly You only have to go to the 
Sippican Historical Society website to go from Indian 
summer settlements in 3000 B.C. to 29 pilgrim settlers 
in 1678, to a split from Rochester in 1858 in six short 
paragraphs to know that the only constant is change. 
Whatever your politics are the fact is that the harbor's 
highest tides are a little higher every year and its health 
is declining. Our country's demographics are changing 
much faster than that, the industries that provide 
employment to many of us wax and wane, methods of 
communications are changing by the hour.

we don't put a Sippican Hotel and Casino in the village 
- can you imagine them doing something like that in the 
late 1800's. And I don't want a McDonald's or Walmart on 
Route 6, but I admit that when the car seats in the back are 
occupied, we hit the Dunkin Donuts drive-through hard 
for munchkins and apple juice. I've lived in this town 
since there was a candy store where the 1-195 overpass is 
now and I don't think Dunkin Donuts has changed the 
character of the town. I would wonder how strong our 
town character was if it had. I respect others who disagree 
and healthy debate will guide the way we manage our 
way forward. 

Some made light of the idea that people might 
want to walk on the other side of Route 6 if paths were 
constructed as a part of the NOD. While I miss our 
regular walks along the unbeatable Front Street - Water 
Street loop when we lived in the village, we now enjoy 
walking down Joanne Drive stopping to see neighbors 
along the way and I do hope more new walks are created 
in our town as we develop. Along with friends and 
families we've known forever, I wouldn't mind if my 
sons attended Sippican School with kids just in from out 
of town, out of state or out of the country New people 
bring new ideas and energy and help create a broader 
perspective that I believe will benefit our boys. 

I came to Monday's meeting slightly against 
the NOD but with an open mind. I was most concerned 
about what I saw as an almost certain negative effect on 
remaining village businesses and too much ambiguity 
about what was proposed in general. I also had some 
concern about how to mitigate possible negative effects 
on Sippican Harbor. Some, not all, of that ambiguity 
was erased for me by the presentations and discussion 
and that there did seem to be a sense of residents to give 
village businesses at least equal tools and opportunities to 
leverage in order to maintain their viability. 

I raised my right hand in favor of the NOD in 
the end, surprising myself a little as I did knowing there 
are always risks in new ideas and approaches. Naive? 
Maybe. But the NOD's defeat wasn't the key takeaway 
from the town meeting - there were two others. First, my 
gratitude for all the work that obviously goes into these 
issues from town employees and volunteers. I speak 
only for myself that I have to get in the game a bit more 
simply as a citizen. My second takeaway is that we need 
to find a healthy way to embrace the inevitable change we 
continuously face while preserving with pride the town 
character we all cherish.

To the Editor: 

The Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board (MAB) 
met April 28, 2011 to discuss the charge that was given, 
via letter, to them by the Mattapoisett Selectmen regarding 
aquaculture: "The Board of Selectmen has asked the 
Marine Advisory Board to take on the responsibility of 
identifying recreational and mooring areas, and to look 
at the aquaculture as part of the waterfront management 
plan, and to follow the guidelines that were used for the 
Mattapoisett Recreational Use.''... "It is the wish of the 
Board of Selectmen to have the Marine Advisory Board 
advise as to which areas in Mattapoisett may and may not 
be in conflict with the Marine Waterfront Management 
Plan." 

In other words, areas that are identified as 
recreational, or as mooring fields, in the Waterfront 
Management Plan, will be kept free from aquaculture 
farms in the future. 
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In order to decide what areas should be identified 
as "recreational", the MAB wants and needs input from 
the public. The MAB has formed an Ad-Hoc Committee 
that will hold meetings Thursdays at 6:00 p.m. Each 
meeting will focus on one specific area of Mattapoisett 
waters. The dates and locations of the meetings will be 
determined soon. 

The MAB met and discussed the Mattapoisett 
Inner Harbor on May 5, 2011. Notification of the meeting 
was publically posted 48 hours prior to the meeting, 
as legally required. Due to the short notice, only four 
members of the public were in attendance. During the 
meeting, areas were identified on a nautical chart of the 
inner harbor, as recreational, while other areas were not. 

Alan Gillis, Chairman of the MAB, has stated that 
he wants to provide as much advance notice of future 
meetings as possible because the committee would like as 
much public input as possible. The hope is that areas that 
are used by summer residents will be scheduled at a time 
when summer residents are in town. 

It is very important that you attend these meeting 
if you recreate in these areas, and wish to have the 
Marine Advisory Board identify them as "recreational." 
If areas are not identified as "recreational" they may be 
potentially open for aquaculture farms. Aquaculture 
farms are exclusionary by nature and by law. 

The only way that the Marine Advisory Board 
Ad-Hoc Committee will know how areas are used, is to 
hear from the people that use each area. 

If you are unable to attend the meetings, or even 
if you are able to attend, feel free to write a letter to Alan 
Gillis, Chairman of the MAB.

God in the SouthCoast

Church: Saint Rose of Lima

adorns the roadside. The interior of the little white 
church boasts polished wood paneling, modest stained- 
glassed windows, and a colorful altar just below a 
large crucifix on the back wall. The church was built in 
1961, and Father Crowley recalls as a college student 
peeking through the windows while construction was in 
progress. Now that he serves 
as priest, it appears he has 
come full circle. 

About five years ago. 
Saint Rose church officially 
merged with the Sacred 
Heart Parish based out of 
Middleborough. Father 
Crowley stressed that the two 
locations (which are 14 miles 
apart) each have a distinct set 
of congregants and community 
life. The priest travels back 
and forth between the two 

churches, and spends his one day off at his home in 
Mattapoisett. 

Interestingly, Father Crowley comes from a 
unique family, in which three out of five brothers became 
ordained priests in the church. He was the first and 
youngest to complete this process, and his two brothers 
ended up following in his footsteps. One of his brothers, 
Daniel Crowley, serves as Senior Priest in Residence at 
the Middleborough location. 

Beliefs: Discussing his faith. Pastor Crowley 
said simply, 'T believe in Jesus as the revelation of God. . . 
and God sent his spirit that is still active in our lives to 
continue God's work on Earth.'' 

About the congregation: "It's the nicest place. 
It has that farm-country atmosphere. The people 
are friendly, it is a welcoming group," said longtime 
member Carol Galante-Dias, who is a self-described 
fixture of the church. 

And indeed going to a service, there is a sense 
of community between the parishioners. At the end of 
mass, people do not hustle out and leave, but linger and 




socialize with others. 

"People here know one another," Father 
Crowley commented in comparing this church with 
others he has served in. 

Father Crowley himself is a very disarming and 
friendly sort, who projects a peaceful calm around him 
even while waiting for an onslaught of families to arrive 
for First Communion for 26 children in the church. 

During a recent service. Father Crowley said 
to the parishioners: "[We] need to listen to the Lord, be 
more reflective people, and give witness to our faith. We 
need to declare Jesus is Lord, Jesus is alive! We need to 
base our lives on the rock that is Christ," he said. 

Usually about 230 people attend each service 
- and there are two services Sunday morning, a Friday 
evening mass, and a Thursday morning mass - not bad 
for a small church in the country. Although there are a 
lot of families, no daycare is provided, but parishioners 

tend to bring their young ones 
in tow. 

For the youth program, 
Ms. Galante-Dias is leading 
about 30 ninth and tenth 
graders through the process 
of Confirmation, which 
marks a turning point when a 
parishioner receives the Holy 
= Spirit and declares Catholicism 
as his or her faith as budding 
adults. As part of the process 
in obtaining this sacrament, 
Ms. Dias said the teens engage 
in numerous community service projects, such as setting 
up soup stations at events to feed the hungry, assisting 
with the church's annual chicken barbecue event and 
coffee socials, helping neighbors by shoveling snow, 
mowing lawns, and in general "showing their love and 
faith in service." 

Other groups in the church include Friends in 
Faith - a faith group that works on community projects, 
and a women's religion group that meets Tuesday 
nights. Father Crowley said both groups were started 
relatively recently, indicating that the community is 
growing and thriving. 

As traditionally done, members tithe and each 
month the parish (representing both Rochester and 
Middleborough) brings in about $8,000 - which goes 
toward the running of the churches and to various 
philanthropic causes, including the Nativity Prep school 
in New Bedford, local families in need, and post-disaster 
assistance.

Super, Starring Rainn Wilson and Ellen Page. Directed by 
James Gunn. Running time: 96 minutes. No MPAA rating. 
Starts June 10 at Cinema Salem in Salem, MA. 

Here's a case of mismarketing, I think. Super is being 
sold as a wacky iconoclastic comedy in the mold of Kick-Ass, 
but it hews closer to the depressive sting of the underseen 
Defendor. The movie, an original by James Gunn {Slither), tells 
what I assume to be the truth about what kind of person really 
would be driven to be a superhero. Sometimes the Batman 
comics come close, implying that Bruce Wayne is short a 
marble or two, or at least is trying to fill a very large void. But 
he's still rich and handsome and cool. Frank D'Arbo (Rainn 
Wilson) is none of those things. Frank has recently lost his wife 
Sarah (Liv Tyler), a recovering addict, to local criminal Jacques 
(Kevin Bacon). Something snaps in Frank's mind; he pours 
himself into a red costume, arms himself with a pipe wrench, 
and takes to the streets. 

Tracking Frank's grim journey. Super sidles into 
psychodrama territory, with the accent on psycho. But then 
Ellen Page pops into the picture as Libby, a comic-book- store 
clerk who giddily offers herself as Frank's "kid sidekick," 
and the mood jumps considerably. It's fun watching Wilson 
and Page reunited after Juno (even though their scene in that 
film boasted some of the most vilified dialogue in history, 
homeskillet), and they're an amusingly unstable team. Libby 
may be even more twisted than Frank is; her head full of 
simplistic heroics, she has to be reminded not to kill people. If 
he's a psychopath, she's a sociopath. 

Whenever possible, Gunn uglifies the violence (though 
not as much as he could have); hitting people in the skull with 
a pipe wrench will file them away in ICU for a while. And the 
bad guys. Bacon and especially Michael Rooker as his main 
henchman, are allowed brief moments to register just how 
scummy they've become: when Jacques is obliged to hand 
Sarah off to a guy he's doing a deal with. Bacon has an amazing 
little bit when he flips from angry to sad to resigned to put-on 




callous in the space of a few seconds. Gunn tends to marshal 
fine actors — his frequent secret weapon Nathan Fillion turns 
up in classic droll form as a kiddie- show religious hero who 
influences the deranged Frank. As for Wilson, if there's any 
justice Super should kick his career up a notch; there's nothing 
of the closed-off dweeb Dwight Schrute in the vulnerable, 
damaged Frank. Again, the movie is sort of being sold, in 
part, as Dwight Schrute: Superhero. But Wilson goes to more 
uncomfortable places than that. 

The whole thing builds up to a mock-cathartic Taxi 
Driver climax, with which the only problem I have, treading 
lightly around spoilers, is the question of what exactly becomes 
of a major character. (I mean, we see what happens, but then 
there's the aftermath, and how such a thing is explained to 
authorities and friends.) But then, by that point, I doubt we're 
meant to take the film literally. Super will probably nudge 
fans into endless what-was-real debates, similar to the eternal 
discourse about Taxi Driver'^ finish. At heart, though, it's the 
latest whack at grappling with the adolescent power fantasies 
that have current blockbuster cinema in a stranglehold (I 
wonder what our summers would look like if the first X-Men 
and Spider-Man movies had tanked). If the tone is uneven, if the 
"comedy" doesn't yield as many laughs as we're led by the ads 
to expect, that's only the collateral damage of the destruction 
Gunn hopes to wreak on the increasingly debased and tired 
genre. A superhero in real life would be a delusional narcissist 
with serious rage issues, his sidekick would be an impulsive kid 
who really hasn't thought through the life choice, and the film 
puts that across nicely.

A state-of-the-art "Distractology 101" tour will 
come to Old Rochester Regional High School during the 
week of May 30 through June 3.
